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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of Species I- figures 12-3 in the reply filed on 
04/21/05 is acknowledged. 

2. Claims 3-4, 8, 10, 15-17, 23-26, 28-32 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant 
to 37CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in pubhc use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of appHcation for patent in the United States. 

4. Claims 1-2, 5-7, 1 1-14, 18-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Link et al. (5,055,704) (hereinafter Link). 

As to claim 1, Link discloses a semiconductor package having a package support member 
14 or 16 (fig. 1);. a plurality of pins (col. 2, lines 26-40); a plurality of leads (col. 2, lines 
28-35); a radiation power source 24, 26 (fig. 1) mounted to the package 10 (fig. 1); 
wherein the power source is a beta cell/radioactive source (col. 5, lines 20-25). The cell 
may include an icosahedral boride semiconductor. Note that the radiation power source 
mounted to the package support member is directed to non-elected species. Therefore, 
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the limitation is not considered. Applicant is advised to cancel the limitation in the 
claim. 

As to claim 2, the package includes an IC (col. 2, lines 28-35) mounted to the support 
member 14 or 16 (fig. 1), 

As to claim 5, the package includes a top package member 12 (fig. 1) coupled to the 
package support member 14 or 16 (fig. 1) wherein the source is contained within the top 
package member 12 (fig. 1) 
As to claim 6, the package is a PIN package. 

As to claim 7, the IC is capable of being a MEM device (col 2, line 28-35). 

As to claim 1 1-12, the power source is a beta cell (col. 5, lines 20-25). The cell may 

include an icosahedral boride semiconductor. 

As to claim 13-14, the source 24, 26 (fig, 1) may be a homo-junction or a hetero-junction. 
As to claim 18, the lid 70 or structure 12 (fig. 1) is a radiation shielding. 
As to claim 19, the radiation shielding 12 encompasses the source 24, 26 (fig. 1). 
As to claims 20-21, the top member 12 is hermetically sealed (similar to molding ) (col. 
5, lines 45-55). 

As to claim 22, the support member 14 or 16 is plastic (col. 5, lines 50-51). 

Response to Arguments 
5. Applicant's arguments filed 06/13/05 have been fiiUy considered but they are not 
persuasive. In claim 1, the newly amended portion includes the radiation power mounted to 
the package support member is directed to the non-elected species. Therefore, the amended 
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portion of claim 1 is not considered in this Office Action. The cited reference Link meets all of 
the limitation of the elected species as claimed. Therefore, the rejection is maintained.
